Y the act paffed in the 35th year of his prefent Majefty’s 
B reign, granting certain Stamp Duties on Sea Infurances, 
from and after the sth July 1795, it_is enaed, * That every 
“ contract or agreement entered jnto for any iniurance ligble in 
« duty by the faid act, fhall be ingroffed, printed, or wrirteny and 
“ {hall be deemed and called a Policy of Infurance; and thatthe 
“ premium or confideration paid, or contgacted for, upon the rik 
<¢ or adventute infured againft, with the names of the fubfcribers 
and underwriters, and fums infured thall be cxpreffed in fuch 
policy ; otherwife the fame fhall be null.” 
It is alfo enacted, “ That no fuch contract or agreement fhall 
be,available in law, unlefs properly fimped; and that the fame 
fhall not be ftamped after being ingroffed, printed, or written.” 
It is further enacted, * That.perfons making infurances, unlefs 
the contract fhali be properly ftamped, and brokers or others 
acting contrary to the faid a¢t, hall forfeit FIVE HONDRED 
POUNDS ; and that the brokerage thall not be a legal charge 
againft the employers.” 
And it is further euucted, “ That, if any perfon fhall become 
an affuret upon fuch infurance, or fhall fubfcribe or underwrite 
any fuch infurance, or fhall receive or contract for any premium 
for the fame, or fhall pay or allow, or agree to pay or allow, in 
account or otherwife, any fum or fums of money, upon any 
lofs, peril, or contingency felative to fuch infurance as afore- 
faid, unlefs fuch infurance fhall be ingrofled, printed, or written 
on vellum, parchment, or paper, accordjug to the directions of 
this act ; or if any perfon fhall bé concerned in any fraudulent 
«¢ contrivance or device, with intent to évade the duties by this 
« act impofed, every fuch perfon shail for every fuch ence, | 
« forfeit and pay the fum of FIVE HUNDRED POUNDS.

“ It is you efpecially, Superior Officers, Chiefs of 
Corps, Commanders, whom I hall render perfon- 
ally refponfible for the {trict execution of my inten- 
tions, and thofe of the Government. Maintain the 
moft exact diftipline, provide for the wants of the 
troops under your command,. watch over them incef- 
fantly ; tell them, that every mean action is unworthy 
of the French name; remind them, that it would {tain 
the glory of the armies of the Republic, and no doubt 
they will return to good order. 

« Animated with the principles wy and equi- 
ty, the Executive Direétory has ordered me to in- 
form you, that its firm intention is to reimburfe the 
people and Governments friendly to the Republic, 
for whatever they may furnifh to fupply the unfore- 
feen neceflities of the army. It is requifite, therefore, 
that there fhall be delivered with the moft {crupulous 
punctuality dons, (or certificates,) of whatever fhall be 
required or furnifhed for the army ; and to prevent im- 
pofitions, I hereby give notice, that the Commiflary 
General authorifed by me, hall alone be empowered 
to levy requifitions of every kind, though the Generals 
and Commanders of detached troops may levy requifi- 
tions on occafions of urgence ; but in every cafe, a copy 
fhall be tranfmitted to me, and every impofition punifh- 
ed with the utmoft feverity, though I truft, foldiers, 
you will {pare this pain to your General. 

* In confequence of thefe juft regulations, worthy of 
the French nation, the inhabitants of Germany, encou- 
raged to difregard the reports propagated by the male- 
volence of our enemies, will, I hope, remain calm in 
the midift of the {torm, and be convinced that the beft 
means they can take to preferve their property, will be 
to remain peaceably'in theirhabitations.
